English constitutional experiments and 
1 conflicts in the seventeenth  century—-a 
period pre-eminently umportant “in the 


progress of patllamentary institutions. 

It is noteworthy that practical experi- 
ence plays a far méré important part in 
English constituticnal development than 
produced a spate of pamphlets containing 
the soundest “wisdom mingled with. ‘the 
most. impossible fancies... It was. a 
sanguine age, striving even to simplify 
‘the tortuous, ungodly jungle “of English 
law, in order, as a diviné anounced 
from the pulpit,’ that law should stream 
down like a river freely, as for twenty 
shillin’s what formerly cost twenty 
pounds, impartially as the saints please, 
and it should run as rivers do, close to 
the doors.” It was soon discovered by 
Barebone’s legislators that the ‘project of 
reducing “‘ The Great Volumes of the 
Law” into the bigress of a pocket-book was 
“a thing of so great worth and benefit 
as England is not yet worthy of; nor likely 


in a short time to ‘be so blessed as to 
enjov.”’ 
Yet, in spite of “a multitude of 


chimericat theortes: let loose under the 
Commonwealth, it was by experience of its 
constitutional failures that men realised 
the folly of abolishing kingship. + The 
republicans might theorise till doomsday, 
but law and -custom and the mass -of 
Englishmen demanded a return to the old 
forins. 


& E x ae & 
Nevertheless, the Constitution was not 
restored. as it had existed im 1642:. the 


Grent Rebellion was not wholly in vain. 
Charles Il. had to accept a fixed revenuy 
sanctioned by Parliament’s votes and sub 
ject to its audit of accounts. '' The period 
of the Rebellion,’’ in Dr. Tanner’s Jude 
ment, ‘‘ thrust upon Parliament, from the 
necessities of the cuse, a great part of the 
roverniment, and thus the : 
Commons for the first time learnt the art 
of government.’’ It appointed special com- 
mittees to consider problems hitherto kept 
darkly. among the mysteries of State wiih 
which the King and his favourites alone 
could dabble. 

Gardiner speaks of it as “a restoration 
of Parliament, even more than a restora- 
tion of the King.” For it meant the end 
of military. rule. Unpaid and dis- 
contented veterans who had fought at 
Naseby and followed Cromwell to Clonmel 
stood mutely watching while London yoy 
fully proclaimed Charles TT. It might 
have been otherwise if the finances of the 
Protectorate had not failed to sustain the 
burden of its armaments. There was great 
relief at the final disbanding of the Iron 
sides and the restoration of the ways ol 
peace. Charles, however, retained three 
regiments and gradually formed a stand- 
ing army of 5,000. 


* * 


The events leading to 1688 are well 
related in this volume. Charles was a 
King in French pay. Thus he violated 
the pact he had made to be “a King in 
Parliament.” His wily policy remained 
a secret until Danby’s connivance was dis- 
covered.

HE occasion of this interesting book 
was Sir Arthur Keith's statement 
that the death of the body is the death of 
the individual spirit. Twenty-two of the 
outstanding men and women of to-day 
have candidly expressed their opinions on 
the problem of-survival, and the result is 
is a book of deep interest and rare variety, 
with the balance inclined toward a faith 
in personal immortality.

DEVELOPMENT OF NATURAL

Mr. Jacob said that much as they prided 
themselves on their ancient local Chamber, 
nevertheless they had their limitations. As 
a single Chamber they had not that power in 
high quarters that they should have, and 
they fully realised the enormous advantages 
to be gained by its union with the associated 
Chambers of the Free State. They knew 
from experience that many important matters 
have been dealt with by the officials and staff 
of the Association in Dublin, and. that in 
the event of any important matters being put 
before the Dail the Associated Chambers at 
ence took steps to find out the attitude of the 
country towards such matters, so as to enable 
them to speak on these things as representing 
business in the Free State. 


LOOKING AHEAD. 

It occurred to him, listening to the Mayor 
speak about the departed greatness of Water- 
ford, that instead of looking mournfully on 
the past they must look hopefully to the 
future. They must look to the people them- 
selves to support industry, particularly agri- 
culture. The backbone of Ireland in the 
future must be agriculture, with which he 
coupled tourist development. Possibly, agri- 
culture would have to be placed under de- 
partmental control, 

He referred to the egg industry which, 
under the 1924 Act, had increased to the 
extent of millions of eggs more exported last 
year. He hoped that similar results would 
acerue in the bacon, butter, fruit and other 
industries, for which Ireland was suitable. 

Regarding the decadence of the  flour- 
milling industry, he believed that this coun- 
try, with its sunless climate, would never 
produce sufficient wheat to compete with that 
imported from South America and Canaila. 
Ireland must look to her present natural re- 
sources, and specialise in their production for 
the~only market that they had—England. 

Mr. E. Macardle, President of the Associ- 
ated Chambers of Commerce, replying to the 
toast, referred to the splendid work that had 
been achieved by his Executive Council. 
Differences of opinion might occur among 
their members; but unanimity of opinion was 
hardly feasible when a body of men were 
discussing economic questions. He claimed 
that since the Irish Free State was estab- 


lish@d the Associated Chambers played a 
useful, earnest part in the affairs of. the 
country. Recommendations and _ sugges- 


tions were submitted only with one object— 
that any legislation might confer upon the 
State and citizens the greatest possible 
benefit. Whether the suggestions were 
adopted or rejected, they always were received 
in the spirit in which they were tendered. 
He was .convinced that the organisation 
| would increase in power and influence each 
| vear, 
SENTIMENTAL ISSUES. 

He was not speaking politically when he 
said that for many decades their people con- 
centrated almost exclusively on sentimental 
issues, virtually ignoring other questions, 
with the result that a lot of leeway had 
to be made up. Their efforts, in the future, 
should be directed so that the people would 
look to the Chambers of Commerce for com- 
mercial and industrial guidance There 
was no limit to the work of. 
the Chambers of Commerce. He referred 
Íto the last meeting of the Executive 
| Conneil, at which the Cork City Management 
Bill was considered. That meeting approved 
the principle of the bill. For many years the 
doctrine was silently and successfully pro- 
pagated that it was a sign of great wisdom 
for business men to take no interest in local 
administration. That was largely responsible 
for the apathy: it was a wicked doctrine. 
The civic duty whieh developed upon every 
man was to see that his country, city or 
town. was well governed. It was peculiar 
that successful business men gave little time 
to such matters; but there were men to 
whom they must look for guidance. 


UNFORTUNATE. 

“Tt is rather unfortunate,’’ said Mr. 
McArdle, ‘in the public life of Ireland to- 
day that the battle of the public man, who 
stands up for economy in administration, is 
hard and difficult, while the popular vote 
Is largely swayed on the side of expendi- 
ture. I hope and believe that a better and 
more uatriotic conception of -government will 
gradually assert itself in the future life of 
the State. A sense of responsibility must 
create and foster this.’’ 

He only was speaking. he proceeded, of 
the principle of the Cork Bill. From .the 
industrial point of view he need hardly dis- 
tinguish between local and national taxation, 
between which there was a vast difference. 
Roughly one-seventh of the national revenue 
was derived from income tax, and the bal- 
ance from indirect taxation. ‘he only 
demand, he said, which national taxation 
made upon an industry was for a specified 
part of the profits. Whether an industry 
contributed to the national revenue or not, 
the State did not withhold protection for 
that industry. In regard to local taxation, 
whether an industry was making profit 
or not, the rates must be remitted. 
The progress of industry could be retarded or 
its existence jeopardised by high taxation, 
local or national. 


THE CORK CITY BILL. 

Reverting to the Cork City Bill, he said 
that one provision would reduce the number 
of members of the Council as compared with 
the pre-Commissioner days. Who would say 
that this was not a great change for the 
better and long overdue? Another provision 
would abolish the baneful system of ward 
representation. The system embodied in the 
Cork Bill would link up all their officials 
under one responsible head. This was a 
sound principle to introduce into local ad- 
ministration. He would make bold to state 
that no man occupying a position of respon - 
sibility could achieve much. except he had 
complete and undivided control of the staff 
under him, and for the efficiency of which he 
was responsible. In supporting the principle 
of the Cork Bill they were not attac ing the 
elective prineiple—they were, in fact, 
Strengthening if, The best way that this 
could be done was fo ithprove the methods of 
local government.” He was not aware of anv 
attempt to Improve it since its inception. —

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'  ~ BELFAST, Thursday. 


Le is interesting to notice how the com- 
munity of interests, urged from time 
to time in this column, draws people 
together to develop schemes for the 
general welfare. The announcement just 
made by the Northern Ministry of Com- 
merce, that a committee has recently been 
constituted by agreement between the 
Imperial Government and the Govern- 
ments of Northern Ireland and the Free 
State to-consider matters affecting them 


in the: future, and a friendlier spirit of 
co-operation than has hitherto existed. 
Proposals are now being made to con- 
sider what steps are desirable with a view 
to creating machinery for dealing with 
any questions which may arise in connec- 
tion with the conveyance by railway, or 
by arrangement with transport companies, 
of traffic between Great Britain and the 
Irish Free State in respect of which other 
authorities previously had jurisdiction. 
Apart altogether from the interests in- 
volved, incidents such as this should be 
welcomed as foreshadowing even greater 
pacts in the days to come for the improve- 
ment and prosperity of all concerned, 
The subject came before. the Belfast 
Chamber of Trade this week, and was 
favourably considered. Sir Frederick 
Cleaver said that it was essential that 
such a committee should be set up, and 


suggested that it should be made 
accessible to the ordinary trader. It was 
further advocated that the committee 


should be composed of two High Court 
judges, two railway managers, and two 
representatives of the Chambers of Com- 
merece. while ‘the chairman should 
alternately be the nominee of the Northern 
Ireland and Free State Ministries of Com- 
merce There is business wisdom and 
true patriotism in such schemes. 


VALLEY OF MYSTERY. 


An atmosphere of mystery still prevails 
over; the Silent Valley in the Mourne 
Mountains, where the new reservoir for 
Belfast is under course of construction. 
Outside a select circle no one seems to 
know how the scheme is progressing, and 
the ratepayers are once more becoming 
restless. if not alarmed, at the lack of 
information. The history of the under- 
taking, with its difficulties and failures, 
is well known, and although public 
sympathy is with the Water Commis- 
sioners in their misfortunes, it is the 
genera] opinion that some further ex- 
planation should be given as to the result 
of the experiments made in exploring for 
a foundation on the solid rock. The 
origina! estimate for the works was close 
upon a million pounds, and already 


been expended, while every month is 
adding to the cost. 

Many months have passed since the last 
report was published, in which it was de- 
finitely announced that the construction 
of a reservoir on the site contemplated 
was a feasible undertaking, but that the 
cost would be much greater than had been 
anticipated, the new. estimate being about 
£1,350,000 ; yet the people are as much in 
the dark as ever as to how matters stand. 
There are rumours that the Commis- 
sioners are not agreed among themselves 
as to what is best to be done, and in some 
quarters it is suggested that several 
members contemplate resigning, but 
probably that is merely idle talk. -It 
might-allay apprehension, however, if the 
Board were a little more communicative 
and showed more anxiety to retain the 
good-will of the community. After all, 
the Commissioners are only trustees for 
the citizens, and are expected to give an 
account of their stewardship. 


ON THE BANKS OF THE BANN. 


The success of the Shannon electricity 
undertaking, eloquent of good statesman- 
ship south of the border, has stirred the 
imagination and ambition of the people 
of the loyal province, and the proposed 
liydro-electric scheme for the River Bann 
is being discussed with renewed interest 
by those who desire its accomplishment. 
Of course, the difficulties are great, but 
there is no reason why they Routh not 
be overcome, and the advantages of such 
a project to Ulster would be very great 
if carried into effect. 
about thirty-two miles from Lough Neagh 
to the sea, and has a fall of some fifty 
feet. It is evident, therefore, that poten- 
tial water-power to a vast extent would be 
available to provide the Six Counties with 
a cheap and plentiful supply of electric 
light and power. The scheme might be 
carried out in connection with the drainage 
of the Bann, and in this way two great 
undertakings would be carried out with 
the utmost economy. 

Nothing, however, will be done before 
the general elections next year, when the 
new Government, with a fresh lease of 
life, will Se able to go forward with con- 
fidence to the fulfilment of this great 
work. Lorl Craigavon and his Ministers 
are pledgea to it, and although they are 
moving slowly they will win through in 
the end. “or countless centuries the Bann 
Valley has been periodically flooded. but 
the time is surely approaching when its 
rising waters will be controlled, and large 
tracts of virgin soil will be saved from flood 
and saturation. The plans are feasible;

In 
advising moderation in all things, the 
Primate gave a welcome lead which should 
do much good in restraining fanatical 
local optionists and prohibitionists who 
are out to impose their will on the com- 
munity, and are reckless of the political 
results. 

It is stated in certain ‘usually well- 
informed quarters that the teetotal party 
has decided to contest thirty of the con- 
stituencies, if necessary, at the general 
election next year, and is pared to 
find both money and candidates; but 
such a policy seems almost incredible. 
Extreme ‘neasures of that kind would 
most certainly kindle the fire under Lord 
Craigavon'’s ‘‘ melting pot,” and it 
would soon be bubbling over. Perhaps, 
when too late, the immoderates will dis- 
coven that their campaign is resting more 
on sound and fury than on a solid founda- 
tion, but the mischief will have been 
done, and there will be rejoicing in the 
Nationalist camp and laughter among the 
other sections of the Parliamentary Op- 


position. The average citizen is quite 
satisfied with the progress made in 
temperance legislation, and does not wish 
te see Belfast turned into an Irish 
Chicago. 

PLEASANT SURPRISES. 


One of the surprises of the week was 
the short and uneventful sitting of the 
Corporation, which met and disposed . of 
its business in littlé over an hour. There 
were no oratorical fireworks, due, it is 
believed, to the absence of some of the 
“hotheads’’ of the Council. We are now 
experiencing the calm after the storm, and 
the change is very refreshing. When so 
much is being said against our municipal 
rulers it is pleasant to be able to point out 
some of their good deeds on behalf of the 
comminity. The annual report of the 
Council’s sanatorium at Whiteabbey, just 
issued, contains a gratifying record of 
progress. It is noteworthy that the first 
attempt at any open-air school in Ireland 
was made by the Belfast Corporation in 
connection with this institution, and it has 
been a very great success from both the 
educational and curative points of view. 
A new school building is being erected, 
which, it is hoped, will be available next 
summer. 

An erection combining the double 
purpose of an open-air school and rest 
shelter will be available, suitably arranged 
on the new playground, so as to carry out 
the scheme of this treatment to the greatest 
possible extent. It is stated that splendid 
results have been obtained in the children’s 
cases, as tuberculosis in them, before the 
disease is rampant, is eminently curable. 
In this matter alone the Corporation and 
its medical advisers deserve the thanks of 
the entire community, but in many other 
directions they are also worthy of praise. 
The many faults of the Council too often 
obscure the good things accomplished, By 
the way, the “Big Six” are cultivating 
lofty ideals. They were all up in the 
Calcutta flying boat the other day, survey- 
ing the city from the air. 


POLITICAL UNREST. 


The Northern House of Commons will 
meet for the autumn session next week, 
and, in view of all the growlings, threats 
and general state of political unrest 
throughout the province, a statement from 
the Premieu regarding the proposals of 
the Government will be welcomed on all 
sides. Rightly or wrongly, the opinion is 
prevalent that the Administration has got 
out of touch with the people, and iis sup- 
porters are hopeful that something will be 
done to clear the air and restore con- 
fidence. The enormous increase in the 
rental of middle class dwellings, due to 
de-control, has irritated a long-suffering 
class of householders, and the grievance 
is rendered more acute by the fact that 
the Imperial Government did not act so 
hastily. In this instance the “step by 
step ” policy was not followed. 

There are other difficult problems to be 
considered, and an Opposition frankly 
hostile to the Government is not likely to 
be helpful or to make smoother a thorny 
path. Happily, as already mentioned here, 
no controversial measures will be intro- 
duced, the business to be considered being 
of minor importance unless there is a 
departure from customary usage. Never- 
theless, the new grouping of the Opposi- 
tion should of itself lead to interesting 
developments.

OBTAIN RECONSIDERATION. 
Inviting the members’ observations, the 
Department of Education sent to Wicklow 
Urban Council a copy of the letter they had 
addressed, to the Very Rev. Canon Hoey, 
P.P., VIF., Chairman of the County Wicklow 
Joint Technical Instruction Committee. In 
this letter they regretted that the Committee 
had not accepted for the position of principal 
and secretary the candidate selected by the 
Local Appointments Commissioners, and they 
pointed out that under the Act the Committee 
had no legal right to stete conditions, but 


that, as the. Department had always en- 
deavotired to meet the wishes of the Com- 
mittees in order to carry out the schemes 


successfully, they had as an act of courtesy 
consulted them in thisinstance. ‘They believed 
that the Committee did not fully realise the 
consequences of their refusal. 

Irish, “the -Department’s letter continued. 
had not been requested to be made an 
obligatory subject, but it was stated in the 
advertisement that preferénte would be given 
to the candidate having a knowledge; but no 
such candidate under the age limit prescribed 
had applied, and the Commissioners, with the 
consent. of the Minister, had altered the age 
limit. If the Committee refused to make the 
appointment, the scheme would become 
illéaal, and all expenditure under it would be 
illegal, and permanent officials who would lose 
their positions thereby would become entitled 
out of the rates to superannuations and 
gratuities. They asked Canon Hoey to con 
vene a Special meeting of the members and 
to supply them with a vopy of this letter. 

Mr. J. €verett, T.D., explained that the 
Committee had no official or candidate in 
view when resisting this appointment ; that 
they only resented the appointment of a man 
of such an age that he would become entitled 
to a pension in a few. years, and had no 
knowledge of Irish. while the Committee 
spent £1,000 annually on Irish schemes in 
the county. He had ascertained that very 
few of the officials would be entitled to a 
pension, and in any case the Committee in- 
tended retaining their services and running a 
scheme which would be as good as anvthing 
that the Department gave them. Having 
struck their rate for the year ended March 
next, the Council were entitled and bound to 
allocate it to that purpose, and meantime the 
Committee conid not be abolished under the 
recent Act. The Committee were unanimons 
in their decision, and they owed a debt of 
vratitude to Canon Hoey for the noble stand 
he had made in behalf of the people and 
ratepayers of County Wicklow.

WHISKEY OBTAINED BY 


FRAUD. 


EX-SERGEANT OF CIVIC 
GUARD FOUND GUILTY. 


At Dundalk Circuit Court yesterday James | 


Christopher Reidy, a former Civic Guard 
sergeant, stationed at Dundalk, was found 
guilty of having obtained a large quantity of 
whiskey and port from Dundalk merchants 
by false pretences, and with obtaining £18 
from Mr. Thomas O'Rourke, chairman of the 
Dundalk Urban Council, by means of a 
worthless cheque. The jury recommended him 
to mercy, and Judge Devitt said that he 
would postpone sentence until later in the 
Sessions 

The hearing of the case occupied almost 
seven hours. 

Reidy was alleged to have committed the 
offences while he was a Civic Guard sergeant 
and inspector of weights and measures at 
Dundalk in 1925. He arrested a few 
months ago in Douglas, Isle of Man. 

Mr. Thomas Teevan prosecuted, and Mr. 
P. J. O'Hagan defended the accused man, 
who pleadec not guilty.” 


THE METHODS ADOPTED. 


Mr. Teevan said that the methods adopted 
by Reidy were extremely ingenious and clever, 
and at the same time very simple. While he 
was working in Dundalk as an inspector of 
weights and measures he occasionally called 
upon local wholesale dealers in spirits. He 
approached some of them, told them that a 
canteen was being opened in the Dépdt of the 
Civic Guard at Phenix Park, and that he 
had been commissioned to order whiskey and 
port for celebrations which were to be held 
there. Large quantities of these spirits were 
railed to Dublin, addressed either to Reidy or 
to a man called Herlihy, who was then a 
sergeant in the Civic Guard at the Dépét. 
The goods were taken from the station, were 
sold to publicans in Dublin, and were never 
paid for, 

Evidence was given by Peter Brady, 
manager for Messrs. Kinahan, Ltd., “that 
Reidy told him the Dublin canteen had no 
average, and asked him to arrange for a 
supply of whiskey, the goods to be consigned 
to Reidy at Amiens street. This was done, 
and Reidy got the bill, but never paid it. 

Mr. Oakley, manager for Messrs. Leverett 
and Frye, stated that Reidy ordered more 
than £30 worth of whiskey and port from 
his firm. The goods were taken from the 
Dublin branch by men in uniform and in a 
lorry. Reidy had told him that there was a 
hig celebration coming off in the Phanix 
Park, and that he wanted the best stuff. The 
goods had been given on the representation 
that they were for the canteen in Dublin. 

Mr. William Russell said Reidy had 
ordered whiskey from him to the value of 
£25, and had the stuff consigned to Sergeant 
Herlihy. 

The defence was that the goods were got 
as a civil contract and that Reidy intended 
to pay for them.

Reidy went into the witness box and stated 
that he implicitly believed in the truth of 
the stories told him by a dépét sergeant, 
Herlihy, that he wanted whiskey and port for 
the depot. When he got the goods and found 
that they were not required in Dublin he 
went to see Herliliy, who then agreed to sell 
them, but kept all the money. Witness had not 
made a cent out of the transaction. He fully 
intended paying for the goods, and had never 
stated that they would be paid for by the 
authorities. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Teevan, the 
witness stated that after he had been sus- 
ponees from the Force je cleared out, 
ecause he knew that he would be dismissed 
for having contracted debts which he was 
not then able to pay. In England he had 
assumed another name. : 

Mr. Teevan—Í suggest that you assumed 
ihe other name because you were afraid to 
use your own’—I used the other name 
because I had used it before in England when 
I had been in the War Office and rendered 
some service to the Irish Republican Army.

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WIRELESS EXHIBITION IN 
BELFAST.

B.B.C. DIRECTOR’S COMPLI- 
MENTS. 3 

Under the auspices of the Ulster Wireless 
Traders’ Association, a “ Wireless’’ Exhibi- 
tion was opened in the Ulster Hall, Belfast, 
yesterday. 

One of the features of the exhibition is the 
Children’s Corner, run in the Minor Hall, at 
the hour when young people are admitted. 
Another is a bazaar, to be held by the Belfast 
Station in the same part of the premises, 
to-morrow. The proceeds of this enterprise 
are to go to the aid of the Radio League. The 
Lady Mayoress is to open this bazaar. 

The band of the R.U.C., who contributed 
selections at the opening of the exhibition, will 
attend each evening until the close of the 
undertaking. 

The exhibition was inaugurated by the 
director, Belfast Station. B.B-C., Mr. G. C. 
Beadle, under the presidency of Mr. Bowyer- 
Lowe, President of the Council of the Radio 
Manufacturers’ Association, Great Britain, 
and the speeches at the proceedings were 
broadcast: by the Belfast Station. 

Mr. Beadle, B.A., in declaring the exhibi- 
tion open, said that he wanted to make it 
perfectly clear to everyone present that he 
had no business connection with or busihess 
interest in the wireless trade as such. He 
mentioned that because he was going to say 
some very nice things about the wireless 
trade. 

The North of Ireland had reason to be very 
grateful to the Ulster Wireless Traders’ 
Association for their enterprise in promoting 
that important exhibition. It was a platitude 
to say that no home was complete without a 
wireless set. He waft further, and said that 
a wireless set to-day was a necessity to any 
home. That being the case, an annual ex- 
hibition, at which all the latest refinements 
in receiving apparatus were on view in one 
place, could not fail to be of interest and 
importance to the general public. Although 
that was a very big trade, it was still a very 
young one. It was almost exactly six years 
old. Before November, 1922, there had been 
no wireless trade as they knew it to-day. Of 
course, there were a few enthusiastic experi- 
menters who had dabbled in the occult 
science and earned the suspicion of their more 
respectable neighbours. There had also been 
rumours floating across the Atlantic to the 
effect that our American cousins had 
developed a new craze called radio, but still 
they had not been impressed. Before Novem- 
ber, 1922, not one man in ten thousand had 
ever thought of wireless teléphony as a 
potential factor in his own private life. 

Suddenly the B.B.C. arrived, and with it 
the great awakening. Millions of people in 
these islands were informed for the first time 
in their lives that if they would only purchase 
a hundred feet of copper wire and a little 
box with a knob on if, theg could by the 
judicious twiddling of that knob hear the 
most wonderful things wafted through the 
ether from a mysterious building in the 
Strand, and, what is more, they were told 
that this could be achieved at an almost 
negligible cust to themselves. What was the 
result? A sudden and enormous demand for 
a commodity which a few weeks before had 
not even been thought of by the man in the 
street.

"wise have been lost. He tells us that he 
> wes born on the 10th December, 1582, and 
was baptised five days after his birth by 
immersion—ut nostro parocho mos erat. 
He was, as we learn elsewhere, the som 
' of Robert Chappell, of Laxton, in 
Nottinghamshire, and received his carly 
education at Mansfield Grammar School. 
Thence he passed, at the age of seventeen, 
to Christ College, Cambridge, of which he 
became Fellow in 1607. 


SIGNIFICANT OMISSION. 


At this point in Chappell’s career the 
“ Autobiography ” fails us, and not only 
fails us, but suggests a question, the’ 
correct answer to which may mean much 
in forming an estimate of his career and 
character. ‘The “ Autobiography,” as ve 
now have it. does not deal with those 
incidents in his life which fall within the 
period 1607-1633. This is the more 
. Significant inasmuch as he inclines to 
dwell on such details as that baptism by 
immersion was the custom in the parish 
in which he was born, Is it possible that 
Chappell did not ascribe - sufficient 
importancs-to the events of his life during 
that quarter of a century to warrant his 
mention of them, or is there any other 
reason for this Jacuna in his manuscript? 
Within the period there occurred 
incidents which for Chappell must have 
meant much. The “ Particular Book of 
Trinity College, Dublin,” has a memoran- 
dum dated the 8th August, 1612, telling 
of his appointment as Dean and Catechist 
in the College; and that he accepted the 
post and filled it for a short time ts 
evident from other entries in the same 
manuscript, but it is also clear that Chap- 
pell had ceased to be connected with the 
College in December, 1613. Sir William 
Temple was Provost at the time, and his 
Signature is attached to the memorandum 
© of Chappell’s appointment. There is, 
a however, nothing to show why Chappell’s 
> stay in Dublin was so short, or for what 
reasons his connection with the College 
Was severed. 
Sir John Mahaffy lavs much stress on 
the fact that the Puritan Provost must 
have been satisfied that the theological 
Views of the man whom he would appoint 
Dean and Catechist were in accordance 
With his own. Moreover, he suggests that 
possibly a portion of the “Autobiography’”’ 
> Was suppressed by Chappell himself and

Unigeniti sanguine, Misericordissime— 
which now stands before the account of 
his appointment to the Deanery of Cashel, 
must have come at the end of the sup- 
pressed portion, and have had reference 
to the events there narrated. It is not, 
too, without signe of prejudging the whole 
career of Chappell that Dr. Mahaffy 
speaks of “a conversion which accorded 
with his worldly interest and obtained 
him promot?fén.”’ 


HELD IN GREAT FAVOUR. 


Chappell, it is probable, got the reputa- 
tion of being a Puritan in sympathies 
during his earlier days at Cambridge. It 
is certain that at a later petiod he was 
accused of Arminianism, as we learn from 
one of the charges laid against Laud. 
“Possibly he was acceptable to Temple at 
Trinity College because of his supposed, 
or real, puritanical views; but that a 
*sense of shame, consequent on any change 
of views, led him to suppress any 
reference to his first appointment in Ire- 
land, or that the prayer above quoted was 
prempted by such feelings, is more than 
the evidence warrants us to conclude. 

' If we are to suppose that there was cn 
the part of Chappell a deliberate sup- 
pression of portion of the “ Autobio- 
graphy,’’. we must also remember that 
during the twenty-five years concerned 
there were incidents in his career that 
could have brought no sense of shame or 
failure. On the contrary, there was much 
that he could have dwelt on with satis- 
Jaction and pleasure. None of the 
Fellows of Christ College—with the 
EN exception oí Joseph Meade—was 
eld in greater favour because of his gifts 
and piety. The two friends had great 
weight in the affairs of the College, and 
their intercourse with each other was close 
and constant. It. was Meade’s custom for 
several years “ to set apart some of his

game. 

That Laud had the interests oí the 
Trish Church at heart cannot be doubted, 
but—as English Churchmen before and 
after have done—he looked on them as 
something through which the power of 
Church and State in Ireland was to be 
extended and conserved. . The Irish 
Church had its own characteristics from 
the beginning. Now there was danger of 
the influence of Geneva, and of the Church 
becoming a Puritan sect. Laud’s policy 
was to draw Church and State together, 
and, by drawing them together, to 
advance the power of the King in Ireland. 


DEAN OF CASHEL. . 
The Articles of 1616 barred tle way : 


he recommended, with other things .— 
“ That. the great cause of the impropria- 
tions, which are yet remaining in His 
Majesty’s gift, and which he is mest 
graciously willing to give back to God, 
and His service—you will do whatsoever 
may justly be done for the honour and 
service of our two great masters, God and 
King.”’ 
This was in April, 1633, and in the, 
following August Chappell was appointed 
to the Deanery of Cashel. Coming close 
on Laud’s own appointment to the Chan- 
cellorship of Trinity College, it marked a 
distinct advance in carrying out the 
policy which Laud had outlined for the 
[rish Church. Now. they. had Chappell 
on the spot, and Laud and Wentworth in- 
tended to make use of him. 

Having spent a few months at Cashel, 
the Dean was nominated by Wentworth 
to the Proyostship. As early as January, 
1634, the lord Deputy had written to 
Laud, pointing out that, under the exist- 
ing statutes. and the government of 
Robert Ussher, there was no hope of 
prosperity for the College, and suggesting 
that some other preferment might be pro- 
vided for the Provost and that the Dean 
of Cashel might be brought in, he being 
““ the fittest man for it in the Kingdom.”’ 
How greatly Chappell shrank from 
undertaking the government of the Col- 
lege is evident fron the “Autobiography.”’ 
He tells how he returned to ‘‘ dear Eng- 
Jand ” to see if he could possibly escape 
the distinction; his efforts were in vain, 
and his election to the Provostship was 
made in August following. 


COUNTER TO TRADITION. 


So far, Laud’s policy for the College 
and the Irish Church was entirely success- 
ful, but the task to which Chappell had 


put his hand was a difficult one. The 
new policy ran. counter to all the 
traditions of Trinity College. Bedell’s 


hopes for it and the Church that he so 
fervently loved lay in preserving their 
Irish characteristics. Laud’s aim was to 
turn the College into an English strong- 
hold, and to level up the Church by plac- 
ing Englishmen in posts of importance, 
to the exclusion of natives. It is to the 
eternal credit of the two men concerned 
that Bedell could write of Chappell to his 
friend Samuel Ward in these terms :—‘“ I 
do much approve his reformation of the 
manners of the College, improving the 
rents, enlarging and beautifying the 
buildings. In the service of God many 
account that he hath brough®in too much 
ceremony. - Others esteem the condition 
of this country and time do require it, 
and I think it may do more good here 
than in England.”

A Nuisance to Housewives. 


In one respect, at least, writes a corre- 
spondent, matters municipal have not im- 
proved under the care of the Wublin City 
Commissioners: they still cut off the water 
supply in various districts without any 
warning beyond a very small advertise- 
ment in the Press. The other day my 
house and hundreds of others in the 
vicinity were without water for five hours, 
and I doubt if there was one housewife in 
the whole area who was not taken un- 
awares. 

They manage these things better in 
cross-Channel towns, and even in Belfast, 
towards whose municipal management 
Dubliners are just now assuming an air of 
virtuous superiority. In those towns a 
house-to-house warning is given before the 
water is turned off, and in some cases 
warning notices are posted on the street 
corners also. It is an offence against 
decency and sanitation to deprive people 
of water for hours without adequate 
notice. How many housewives are likely 
to see a small advertisement in time? It 
should be at least double-column. 


Ghat Old Golf Ball. 


In regard to my reference to the guttv 
golf ball which, the late Mr. David 
Ritchie has left on record, he played “in 
a match with Mr. Alex. Love at the links 
near Donnelly’s Hollow, Curragh, in July, 
1857,' his son, Mr. Thomas Ritchie, of 
Glenageary, informs me that the ball must 
be one of a few which, with some golf 
clubs, his father brought from Edinburgh 
in 1851. He added that in 1853 his father 
laid out a course at the Curragh, in the 
vicinity of the “ Slaughter House.” There 
was no ‘‘camp’’ there at the time, the 
troops being under canvas. 

Mr. David Ritchie, however, found it 
dificult to induce the officers to play the 
game; as a matter of fact, although there 
were two Scottish regiments stationed 
there; he could get only a few to go a 
round Mr. Thomas Ritchie added that 
he used to play a little, and carry the 
clubs for his grandfather at Royal Mussel- 
burgh.

Two men, who have made very large 
marks in Irish history, were born on the 
5th October, 1848, and accordingly reach 
the stage of being octogenarians to-day. 
The Right Honourable Thomas Power 
O'Connor, M.P., better known as ‘“‘T.P. ”’ 
—the Father of the House of Commons— 
whose. every drop of blood is Irish, by 
some’ strange and helpful trick of fate 
has found his principal field of public 
activity in London and Liverpool; while 
Senator Sir John Griffith, M.Inst.C.E., 
left his home in Holyhead in early youth 
to find a fruitful professional and civic 
career in Ireland. 

I have an idea that ‘‘ T.P.”’ will want 
an extra battery of private secretaries to 
open the thousands of letters and tele- 
grams which will pour into his flat to-day. 
Without question the best known journalist 
in the world, he is equally certainly the 
most beloved. Even in the stormy days, 
when membership of the Irish Party 
meant frequent intervals in Kilmainham 
Jail, his friends tell me that his buoyancy 
and yood-fellowship were just as much in 
evidence as they are to-day; and he still 
rejoices, as those who read his weekly 
notes know, in memories of the strenuous 
days when he fought electoral battles in 
Galway, which he represented in the 
House of Commons from 1880 to 1885. 
All I need add is my tribute of congratu- 
lations and respect on his 80th birthday.

The 
vecogmition by England of the language of 
the people at that period would also have 
Saved genersfions since from being swayed 
by the feeling that there is something 
inimical to England in the cultivation of 
the native language. Had policy run in 
other grooves at the earlier period, Laud 
would have had less need of drawing the 
two Churches together; there would have 
been a much stronger Church in Ireland, 
and its members would, in ‘many cases, 
have heen bi-lingual, not unlike what 
obtains in Wales to-day. The evil results 
of failure .o grasp local conditions in Ire- 
land during the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries were never more evident than 
now, and tne policy of Laud, carried 
through by Wentworth and English 
Churchmen like Chappell, is responsible 
for some at least of those evil results. 


WORTHY OF PREFERMENT. 


Laud’s letters have many references to 
the Provost's . difficulties im -his govern- 
ment of the College. There were quarrels 
between him and the Primate, as well as 
with the Senior Fellows. His custom of

accused of Arminianism ; but his patron 
always defended him. Writing to Went-

Chappell resigned the Provostship in 
July, 1640; but it was too late. Writing 
from '' St. Finkgr, near Cork,’’ on the 
7th August, he consoles himself with the 
thought of having left ‘‘the dead 
College ' with increased revenues and 
improved ‘manners. He could willingly 
have ended his days there, he adds, but 
‘“some people were jealous of my holding 
this remote place at the same time.” 
Yet, if his “ Autobiography”’ is to be 
believed, Chappell was never happy in 
Ireland and wished in vain for an Eng- 
lish bishopric. A good man, with un- 
doubtedly high ideals, he allowed him- 
self to be swayed by the will of two 
stronger men. . By temperament he was 
eminently suited to-be a tool in their. 
hands, but the life of Cambridge was far 
more congenial to his personal tastes than 
the trying and tragic conditions in which, 
at the time, Ireland and the Irish Church 
found themselves.

.“ JERUSALEM,” 1928. 


(By DR. WILLIAM TEMPLE, Bishop of 
Manchester, Archbishop-Designate of York ), 


People who allow themselves to be 
frightened out of reading the Report of 
the Jerusalem Meeting of the Interna- 
tional Missionary Council”, held earlier 
this year, because it occupies eight 
volumes or because of its title, will be 
making a very big mistake. 

No doubt, some of these eight volumes 
are of more general interest than others. 
But every one is of real importance and 
is thoroughly readable, and some of them 
are contributions to the study of their 
subj @ so vital that statesmen as much 
as missionaries will have to attend to 
them. Thus, for example, the statement 
of the spread of industrialism over Asia, 
Africa and South America, given at the 

inning of the volume on that subject, 

brings together more material bearing on 
that subject than will be found anywhere 
else. In the same volume Mr. R. H 
Tawney gives an admirable exposition of 
Christian first principles in this relation- 
ship, and Mr. Grimshaw, of the Native 
Labour Section of the International 
Labour Office at Geneva, describes the way 
in which modern industry overturns the 
ordered life of primitive peoples. 
. In the same way the volume on the 
Race Conflict is indispensable to « real 
nnderstanding of the present phase of the 
greatest problem of the near future, 
except that readers must remember that 
the statements of the coloured peoples 
would not be so temperate and free from 
bitterness il they were made by men not 
yet won to Christianity. 

The volume on Education provides 
another instance of the way in which the 
deepest spiritual truth carries with it 
other kinds of truth; for it shows how 
the latest recommendations of modern 
educationalists, based on the recent 
developments of psychology, are antici- 
pated in the actual practice of Our Lord. 
This volume is full of wisdom for teachers 
of other subjects as well as of religion. 


the general reader is the first of all. 
which deals with the Christian Life and 
Message in relation to Non-Christian 
Systems. ifere, within reasonable com 
}'ass, is a presentation of the values found 
in other religions and systems, so that we 
may relate Christianity to them at their 


best. It is, perhaps, rather new that an 
official misSionary gathering should in 
this way seek to set forth the non- 


Christian religions in their points of excel- 
lence. Whether it is new or not, it is a 
manifestation of the. trug Christian spirit, 
end in this volume there is an opportumty 
of understanding the hold which those 
systems have upon their adherents, such 
as will not be easily attained through any 
other means. Yet there is no weakening 
of the central Christian conviction ; rather 
is it true to say that the sincere attempt 
ic appreciate the other religions only 
emphasises the supremacy, uniqueness 
and universality of the Gospel. 

Most impressive is the emphatic testi- 
mony that the real rival to-day of 
Christianity is not any other religion, but 
secularism.

He has played 
a considerable part in the municipal life of 
Oxford. having been a councillor and an 
alderman. In his early days he was captain 
of the Queen’s College Boat Club.

PASTURES AND LIVE 
STOCK. 


AFTERGRASS ABUNDANT. 
Pastures improved very considerably during 
the month, and are reported from virtually 


every part of the Saorstat to be carrying & 


substantial covering of grass. Aftergrass 15 
more than usually abundant, and promises to 
afiord a good supply of feeding for stock 
during the early winter. In a few areas 
particularly in County Roscommon, many of 
the lowlands are waterlooged as a result of 
the heavy rainfall, Live stock generally are 
reported to have improved in condition during 
the month. Milk yields showed a slight 
decline in the beginning of the month, but in 
most cases where the cows have been put on 
the aftergrass an increased flow of milk has 
been noted. A slight attack of hoose in 
young calves has made its 
number of counties. Otherwise the general 
health of the cattle stock has been well 
maintained, 

HAY. 

The yield of first and second hay crops 
proved ‘to be about 20 per cent. below that 
of last year, but the quality bat was 
excellent. Old meadows grew out well, but 
in many places damage to the hay is reported 
through over-exposure on the ground owing 
to the unfavotrable weather ‘conditions. The 
reduction in thé supply available for feeding 
purposes is not, however, so great as to give 
occasion for any anxiety. Owing to the 

ressure of other farming activities, not much 

ay was on offer at provincial markets during 
the month. Where it was marketed prices 
for first and second crop hay averaged gene- 
rally round 60s.. to 80s. a ton. In County 
Dublin very small sn of first crop came 
out, and the price realised was from 100s. to 
110s. a ton. Second and third crop made 
95s. to 100s. and old meadow 60s. to 60s. 

In County Cork the price for first crop 

ranged from 72s. 6d. to 80s., and in a few 
special cases up to 90s. a ton. Hay sold on 

foot in the same county realised 80s. to 100s. 
per acre on land where the yield was esti- 
mated at about two tons to the statute acre. 
In County Galway about one-third of the 
crop suffered severely from the weather. 
WHEAT, OATS AND BARLEY. 

A considerable proportion of the grain a 
has been harvested in good condition. n 
some parts. of the country, especially in 
Northern and Western counties, the crop had 
lodged” badly owing to the heavy rajns in 
the month, and reaping was difficult, but 
otherwise the harvest was favourable, and 
the loss reported is negligible. Wheat ripened 
early in most districts, the yield was up to 
the average, and the grain generally was of 
good quality. In County Ki vag! however, 
some of the varieties, like Queen Wilhelmina, 
are reported to have sprouted in the straw 
before the crop was cut, and the sample of 
grain is regarded as rather poor, On the 
other hand, — from County Tipperary 
indicate that all grain crops are satisfactory 
both as regards grain and straw. Oats, on 
the whole, are threshing well; the yield 1s 
up to average and the quality- good. Barley 
was harvested in good condition and is 
tnreshing out rather better than was antic:- 
pated, but the yield is slightly under that of 
last year, and the omg Pa most cases is 
only average and rather below the standard 
of previous years. 

Only smali quantities of grain bave come 
on the market and prices so far are but 
nominal. No price has been recorded for 
malting barley. 

FLAX AND POTATOES. i 

Owing to the heavy rains experienced in 
the flax-growing districts, harvesting me 
tion,” were more than usually difficult. ost 
of the flax had to be “gaited ” in order to 
have it properly dried.

MARKETING OF SEED POTATOES. 

It. is gratifying to be able to record the 
advance which has taken place in the market- 
ing of seed potatoes grown in the Athlone 
area. The progress made may be gathered 
from the increases recorded in the export side 

of the trade—namely, from W tons in 
reason and 99 tons in the 1926-7 season to 
666 tons in the 1927-8 season. Already this 
year good démand has been experienced from 
Great Britain for this seed, and about 200 
tons have been sold at last year's rices. 
Seeing that the potato crop in Great Britain 
is much better than it was last year, these 
early enquiries and repeat orders for Athlone 
seed, without any fall im price, are a tribute 
to its quality. The varieties for which there 
is most demand are May Queen, Duke of 
York, Sharp’s Express, Epicure and Early 
Rose, and of the late varieties King Edward 
and Majestic.

Chesapeake last 
January, after 
Workman, Clark and Co. ceased to exist. 
The immediate re-opening of the yard 
follows upon the placing of a large ship- 
building order for the Bank Line. As an- 
nounced recently in these columns, Messrs. 
Andrew Weir and Co., on behalf of that line, 
placed an order with the firm for six vessels, 
two steam driven and two motor. This has 
now been followed by an order for two other 
moter ships of about 10,000 tons dead-weight 
each. 

The entire contract—huils and machinery— 
for the eight ships is to be carried out in 
Belfast, and it is understood that the four 
steamers have been allotted to the South 
Yard. Instructions have been given for the 
yard to be prepared, and already the neces- 
sary loft work is proceeding. 


DELIVERIES OF STEEL. 
The first deliveries of steel for these 
vessels are due a fortnight hence, and as 
soon as the material is prepared the keels 
of the first two vessels will be laid,. the 
next pair following, while in the North Yard 
the four motor ships will be begun at regular 
intervals. 
In connection with other contracts on hand 
in the North Yard steel from South Wales 
is now arriving at the rate of over 1,000 
tons every ten days. chiefly in connection 
with the 20,000 ton tanker and the Holt Line 
motor ship, which are already under con- 
struction. 
The slipway for the new Ellerman liner is 
ready, while the Belfast Corporation sludge 
steamer Divis will be launched on the 16th 
inst. 
Including the vessels now placed Messrs. 
Workman, Clark (1928), Ltd., have now well 
up to 100,000 tons of shipping on order. 
The Bank Line vessels are for special cargo 
trade in the Pacific. 
Lord Inverforth, the chief of Andrew Weir 
and Co., who has conducted the negotiations 
with Messrs. Workman, Clark for the eight 
vessels, is a Scot, born on 2nd April. 1865. 
Educated at Carlyle’s High School, he was 
intended for the banking -profession, but 
changed his mind and went in for ship- 
owning. In 1885 Mr. Andrew Weir, as he 
then was, having purchased two sailing 
vessels, founded the firm of Andrew Weir 
and Company, Glasgow. In the following 
year he commenced building seiling vessels 
of a modern type, and so successful did they 
prove that in a few years he had acquired 
one of the largest sailing ship fleets in the 
world. 

FROM SAIL TO STEAM. 
His attention was then turned to the build- 
ing of steamship tonnage in replacement of 
the sailing vessels, with the result that a 
new and extensive ufidertaking was formed 
under the style of the Bank Line, Limited, 
of which Andrew Weir and Company were 
the managing owners. The “ Weir ” steam- 
ships, which are the outcome of this organisa- 
tion, are known throughout the world, 
branch offices of the firm having been estab- 
lished at most of the principal ports in the 
world. His lordship is also extensively 
interested in the oil trade, and in 1921 he 
went to Mexico with the late Lord Pirrie on 
a visit to the oilfields. 
In 1916 Mr. Andrew Weir placed his ser- 
vices at the disposal of the Government, he- 
coming Surveyor-General of Supply at the 
War ce. Two years later he was 
appointed Minister of Munitions and head of 
the Disposals Board, and, becoming a 
Cabinet Minister, severed his connection with 
his old firm. In recognition of his services 
to the State he was created a baron and also 
a member of the Privy Council. 
Lord Inverforth, who, remained in the Go- 
vernment as Chairman of the Disposal and 
Liquidation Commission until, on medical 
grounds, he was compelled to tender his 
resignation, has very wide business interests.

IMPERIALISM. 


WILD SPEECHES AT 
DUBLIN MEETING.

Mr. A. J. Cook, the British Miners’ 
leader, was the principal speaker at a meet- 
ing held last night in the Mansion House, 
Dublin, under the auspices of the Anti- 
Imperialist League. The attendance was so 
large that the Round Room could not accom- 
modate all who sought admission. 

Mr. Sean McBride, who presided, said that 
that mecting had been called to voice a pro- 
test against Imperialism in all its forms in 
this country and in all other countries where 
the workers were being crushed by Im- 
perialists, whether employers or rulers. 
To-day, unfortunately, Imperialism was 


other. Frank Ryan, who was to have ad- 
dressed the meeting, had been arrested, pre- 
sumably because it was a meeting of protest 
against Imperiali¢m. The only wc he 
believed, in which Imperialism could be 
overthrewn in this country was by revolu- 
tion, and not by constitutional means. It 
was for that revolution that they must work 
and prepare now. 

TALK OF CIVIL WAR. 

Mr. Sean MacSweeny spoke of the condi 
tions under the Anglo-Irish Treaty, and said 
that he saw that the report of the Cork 
Industrial Development Association was so 
bad that Mr. Cosgrave asked them not to 
read it. If the Treaty had brought them 
all that it promised there would have been 
no need for the present meeting They 
knew that revolution would come: it was 
inevitable. The fight might come in their 
day, or it might not, but no fight would 
come unless they were prepared for it, and 
they were preparing, and would continue to 
prepare. Any war that was going to come 
in this country was going to be a civil war. 
It had got to come, and the only people who 
could stop it were the plain people of the 
country. 

Mr. Alexander Lynn, barrister-at-law, said 
that there would be a fight whether they 
were prepared or not, and the only question 
was—should there be a fight when it suited 
them or when it suited England? No matter 
what treaty was signed between’ any two 
countries, the result was always the same— 
money was paid by the small country to the 
big empire, and the workers were exploited. 
Some of them had heard of the little 
accident that had occurred at Portumna. 
Curiously enough, only two days ago he had 
been speaking to some friends who had not 
his political views, and they spoke nicely and 
familiarly about Viscount Lascelles. © They 
said that they hoped that there would be no 
trouble—a gentleman should meet a gentle- 
man as a gentleman. He agreed; but he 
said that there was only one standard for a 
gentleman. Mr. Lynn said that if his uncle 
had robbed the people’s fathers and thrown 
them on the road, he, if he were a gentleman, 
would not eome and flaunt his wealth in their 
faces. He would not come to insult their 
poverty and their misery, but would return to 
them the money that his uncle had stolen 
from their fathers; and what applied to the 
individual applied to the Empire. There were 
two classes in society—the gentleman and the 
{mperialist. 

Mr. COOK AND THE PRESS. 
Mr. Cook spoke of the Press as the greatest 
villain of all, and said that. the English Press 
had misrepresented the [rish workers to such 
an extent that even a trade union leader who 
had not visited Ireland for himself found it 
difficult to get away from that misrepresenta- 
tion. vile though it was. Discussing the 
League of Nations, he said that its intentions 
might be good, but they all knew its 
results as well as he did. Imperialism 
destroyed the homes, destroyed humanity, and 
destroyed happiness. It had destroyed races 
and nations, eliminated culture, and made 
impossible national or international unity. It 
created wars—international, economic, and 


industrial. So ong as it was supreme, it 
was impossible, with pacts or without pacts, 
to have peace, while leading statesmen 


mouthed peace and prepared for war in the 
thieves’ kitchen in Geneva, and while little 
colonies met in hotels to discuss how each 
nation could get an advantage. They used 
their religious bodies and institutions, and 
the men that they had in their service, to 
make people believe that they desired peace, 
but nobody desired peace a & prepared for 
war. 

COMPETITION. 
So long as they had Imperialism they 
would have capitalism, and so long as they 
had capitalism they would have competition. 
Competition meant the devil take the hind- 
most, and in the struggle for life God help 
the hindmost. They would have to learn to 
control this steam-roller, or they would be 
crushed by it. 
The working-class movement had a debt to 
square, and Connolly, murdered, would yet 
be avenged by the working-class. 
This League that they had formed had held 
numerous conferences, and he wanted to tell 
the British Government that when they 
declared war the workers would declare war. 
Applause.) People who said that. war was 
not coming were blind, and he wanted to 
ask the people of Ireland what part were 
they going to play if war was declared. He 
was there to ask them were they prepared to 
build up an organisation to protect them 
from the national economic storm, because it 
was coming. Brains should be used instead 
of bombs. They must build an organisation. 
A workers’ republic was the first step 
towards the United States of Europe, and 
the next step would be a United States of the 
World. Trade unionism should be scientifically 
organised. 
Mr. Peadar O'Donnell said that they should 
recognise that the only time that Ireland had 
challenged British Imperialism intelligently 
was when she challenged it militarily. It 
was their task to group themselves together 
and to get alive in their minds the philo- 
sophy on which Connolly and Pearse based 
their teaching and their lives. It was their 
duty to gather into one movement the 
workers of the town and country. 
Mr. Cook afterwards addressed an over- 
flow meeting.

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“Ireland and the Tourist’’ was the sub- 
ject of a paper read by. Mr..W. F: Phillips 
at the inaugural debate of the Fairview 
Catholic Young Men’s Society, at Annadale 
Lodge, Fairview, Dublin, last night. 

Me. R. J. O'Riordan (chairman) said that 
the Catholic Young Men’s Society Federation 
were anxious to promote Catholic action, but 


considered ‘that the question which they were 
debating was one of the greatest of the day. 

The auditor said that according to Ameri- 
can estimates, the huge sum of 760 million 
dollars was spent abroad by American 
j tourists in 1927. Organised advertising, 
especially in the Press, by interested public 
bodies, such as the Irish Tourist Association, 


results than individual and indiscriminate 
advertisements. At present the income of 
the Tourist Association consisted of about 
£700 per year, from members’ subscriptions, 
and £10,000 per year from public funds— 
from rates struck by Corporations and County 
Councils for tourist propaganda. 


FRENCH ACTION. 

France was taking definite #eps to main- 
tain her position on the American Continent 
by establishing a Palace of France in New 
York, a building, which, it was estimated, 
would cost £4,000,000.

6d. _ bed-and-breakfast 
hotel came to Ireland the better. Complaints 
about over-charging in Irish hotels had been 
numerous. 
After giving instances of overcharging, the 
auditor said: This is not straight dealing. 
and is not going to get for us a share of 


the £150,000,000. 


RESTAURANTS. 

As to restaurants, he said that the closing 
hour, especially during the tourist season, is 
disgraceful. It is impossible even to get a 
light meal after 8 p.m., and the after-theatre 
supper habit, which is very popular in 
London and on the Continent, is out of the 
question. 

After pointing out that it was imperative 
to stop the begging system which prevails in 
several parts of the country, Mr. Phillips 
said:—Now that the Abbey players are re- 
ceiving a subsidy from the State, they might 
be induced to tour some’ of our popular 
resorts, such as Killarney, Kilkee, Galway, 
and Portrush, during some of the summer 


months. The suggestion recently mooted to 
make a National Park at Killarney, on the 
lines of the famous Yellowstone Park * in 
America, he said, deserves’ consideration. 


Killarney was certainly a beautiful spot, and 
is widely known, but it was really only a 
three days’ trip. . Furthermore, if such « 
step was seriously contemplated, the other 
resorts in the country which are fast gaining 
in popularity might object to all our irons 
being placed in the one fire. A national 
development policy on the Swiss lines would 
be more suitable to Ireland. It only negded 
enterprise on the part of our Government 
and business community to make this island 
an aerial connecting link between the great 
American Continent and the large European 
cities. 


VOTE OF THANKS. 


Tourist Association, in proposing a vote of

Irish people received from the past was 
the custom of leaving everything to the 
Government.

only occasion on which they succeeded in 
doing anything was when they had made up 
their minds that there was no use in going 
to the Government any more. In the tourist 
business, at any rate, there had been very 
little financial aid given by the Government, 
and the tourist business was all the better 
for that. Spoon-feeding was not the most 
desirable form of development. On the other 
hand, the Government was getting more 
revenue from the: tourist traffic than it was 
spending in encouraging it. The Government 
got £25,000 per annum from passports issued 
in the New York Consulate. 

Up to 1927 there was mere money leaving 
Ireland by Irish people spending their holi- 
days abroad than was being spent in Ireland 
by tourists from other -countries. Some of 
the people who wrote and talked about de- 
veloping the tourist traffic in Ireland were 
the biggest: hypocrites he ever met. The 
first opportunity that they got they went to 
the Continent for their holidays, or to Egypt 
if they could afford to do so. Only one per 
cent of those people who went abroad and 
found the time anything but pleasant ever 
let anyone know of their dissatisfaction. But 
if they did not get a good lunch in an Irish 
hotel, they would write to the papers abont 
it. If this country was not good enough for 
the Irish people; there was no use in their 
trying to get foreigners to come here. 

One could travel by rail to the South of 
Ireland and stay at a first-class hotel there 
for a week at a cost of £4%14s. 6d. Of 
course, those facilities could not be widely 
advertised, because there was only limited 
hotel accommodation. 

National parks were very interesting, but 
he would like to see. places within a few 
miles of Dublin better cared for than they 
are. 


AFFORESTATION. 
Referring to afforestation, Mr. O’Brien 
said that trees were being cut down in 
different parts of the country, and in very 
few instances were any planted in their 
stead. He believed that a scheme of affores- 
tation was of more importance than a 
national park. The people’s lack of con- 
fidence in the country’s possibilities was 
responsible to a great extent for the poor 
facilities for tourists. If the tourist busi- 
ness was ass valuable as some people said, 
why were the huge sums of Irish capital 
invested abroad and not used for the build- 
ing of hotels in Ireland’ ‘The Irish Tourist 
Association had succeeded in getting fixed 
charges for tourists in several parts of the 
country. As regards the co-operation of 
hotel proprietors, he was glad to say that he 
never received a second complaint about any 
hotel. There was active. co-operation 
between those engaged in developing the 
tourist industry in Northern Ireland and 
the Free State. As far as possible, that 
co-operation would be made closer, but they 
had to recognise, of course, that political 
differences were deciding factors in matters 
of that kind. 
eMr. J. J. Byrne, .T.D., in seconding the 
vote of thanks, said that the business people 
in his district had a more prosperous time 
during Horse Show Week and the Tailteann 
Festival than they had had at any other 
period in the last five years. 
The Chairman said that £25,000 was spent 
on Irish lace before the great war, but now 
there was no demand for it. He hoped that 
the women would have the fashions changed, 
so that Irish lace should once again become 
popular. 
r. M. F. Summerfield, who proposed 
that the paper be printed at the expense of 
the Society, said that on ‘‘one occasion a 
man paid him £500 for a motor car. 
He next saw the man with a number of 
others going to Government Buildings to 
try to get money to start a local industry. 
He asked the man how much he was going 
to invest in the industry himself, and he 
replied, ‘‘Deevil a ha'pennv.” In some 
hotels in the country very poor meals were 
served, and the prices were usually 50 or 
100 per cent. more than city prices. He did 
not believe that Killarney needed much im- 
provement, but there were many places in 
the country where much better use could be 
made of the scenic beauty. Many people 
complained of the Customs regulations in 
the Free State, but they were quite willing 
to put up with any inconvenience caused by 
the Customs in any other country. ; 
The Rev. A. M. Crofts, O.P., in seconding 
the resolution, said that it was a very good 
sign of the times to see the Catholic Young 
en’s Society interested in such matters as 
the tourist industry. 
Mr. A. L. Le Brocquy, Secretary, League of 
Nations Association, Ireland, wrote regretting 
his inability to attend on account of illness.

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LOCAL TAXATION IN 
THE FREE STATE. 


--— b————— 
OFFICIAL RETURNS. 


The returns of local taxation in the Free 
State for the years 1921-1926, as collected and 
compiled by the Department of Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health,. have now been 
published in book form, and contain valuable 
statistics for those interested in the affairs 
of local ~authorities. 

The presentation of these accounts for the 
five years ending óálst March, 1922, it is ex- 
plained in a special note, has been rendered 
difficult by circumstances connected with the 


abolition of rural district councils. 
Referring to local finance, it is pointed out 
that in the earlier years of the period 
examined the returns reveal some abnormal 
features, which can be mainly attributed to 
the exceptional conditions in the vears 1920 
and 1921. Notable was the increased pro- 
vision from rates for financing local services 
in 1921-22, owing to the stoppage of the usual 
Government grants in aid of local taxation. 
Early in 1922 arrangements for the issue of 
the grants withheld in the previous years 
were made by the Provisional Government, 
and in the rate estimates for the financial 
year 1922-23 credit was taken bv local 
authorities for grants applicable to the year 
1921-22 in addition to grants applicable to 
the year 1922-23. The receipts from rates. in 
this year are, for that reason, below the 
average, the receipts from grants being 
correspondingly higher.

The special circumstances already adverted 
to make difficult a comparison of the extent 
of rate levies in the years covered by these 
returns. Moreover, as regards the financial 
year 1924-25. tke Vocal Government (Rates on

ment up to two-thirds of the 
amount of rates levied off agricultural 


land, the amount so abated being raised by 
way of loan, repayable over seven years, The 
provisions of the Act were adopted in twelve 
counties.

Tlere is 
every prospect, however, that the '' Count 
Zeppelin ” and the British airships, R 100 
and R101, will make 1929 a noteworthy 
year in the history of aviation.

Bathing Machines. 

Bathing in the sea and basking in the 
sun are not new recreations, although 
students of current history sometimes 
may be tempted to imagine that they are. 
Past generations, like the gentleman who 
talked prose all his life and was ignorant 
of the accomplishment, did not know, as 
Press photographers know, that bathers 
always must be described as “ happy.” 
They had not heard that “ ultra-violet ” 
rays are a cure for every ill. So far as 
we are aware, however, bathing machines 
on the foreshore really are a modern re- 
finement. A delegate to the English Law 
Society's Conference at Eastbourne yester- 
day recalled a legal decision by Chief 
Justice Best on this question. When 
bathing machines first were seen at the 
seaside, during the nineteenth century, 
the point was raise that a toll should be 
paid to the lord of the manor for the use 
of the foreshore. The judge’s ruling on 
this important question was sensible and 
logical. He pointed out that free access 
to the sea was all-important. Bathing 
teaches’ those who live near the sea their 
first duty, which is to assist mariners in 
distress; but since decency also must be 
observed, these machines ought not be 
obliged to pay a toll. In fact, a mine- 
teenth century lord of the manor, who 
would prevent citizens from the rescue ot 
shipwrecked mariners, might be compared 
to the gentleman who cut the Inchcape 
bell. It is fortunate, perhaps, that this 
decision was reached before the era ol 
illustrated papers, the cinematograph aud 
the craze for ultra-violet rays. A. fashion- 
able beach at the height of summer 
scarcely suggests a strenuous exertion to 
become qualified for the rescue of drown- 
ing mariners, 
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SIR ARTHUR CHANNELL. 


The death occurred suddenly yesterday at 
Falmouth, where he had a summer residence, 
of Sir Arthur Channell, a former Judge of 
the English High Courts. Sir Arthur would 
have been ninety years of age next month. 
Ile was preparing to go to Minehead, Somer- 
set, when he had a seizure in his room, and 
died within a few minutes. He was Vice- 
Chairman of the General Council of the Bar 
in 1895, Recorder of Rochester from 1888 to 
1897, a Judge of the High Courts from 1897, 
to 1914, a member of the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council on Prize Court appeals 
from 1916 to 1921, and afterwards he acted 
as a temporary Judge of the King’s Bench 
Division. 

In his earlier days Sir Arthur was a keen 
oarsman, and had many successes in 1860 
and 1861. He won the Colquhoun Sculls 
in the former vear. He was also an ardent 
yachtsman, and never failed to see a regatta 
or sailing match at Falmouth. He had Been 
a yacht owner since 1876, and also possessed 
a small steam launch. 

A son of Sir W, F. Channell, a Baron of 
Exchequer, he was educated at Harrow and 
Cambridge, where he took several classical 
honours. Sir Arthur became a barrister in 
1865, one year before Sir Edward Clarke, 
and by his death Lord Darling becomes 
senior Bencher of the Innet Temple. 


THE REV. N. J. BRENNAN, 
C.5,5P. 
The Rev. Nicholas J. Brennan, C.S.5Sp., 


died at Blackrock College, Dublin, yesterday 
morning after a long and trying illness. 

In his death the Holy Ghost Order has lost 
one of its most esteemed members and Ive-

Born in 1854 at Freshford, County Bil- 
kenny, he entered Blackrock as a student in 
the year 1870. His aptitude for classical 
studies manifested itself immediately, and 
after a course extending over only three years 
he won a scholarship in the Catholic Univer- 
sity, securing first place in Latin and second 
in Greek. He carried off the medals for 
Latin composition both in prose and verse 
at each of the University examinations, won 
his classical degree with high distinction. in

He was ordained in the year 1879, and 
returned to [reland in the summer of 1880. 
His intellectual attainments and his earnest 
piety had attracted the attention and won 
the regard of his religious superiors. In spite

The giant airship ‘‘ Count ‘Zeppelin ’ 
which is said to be the largest structure 
that ever has taken the air—flew over 
Lowestoft and Great Yarmouth on Tues- 
day evening. It was the first time when 
a Zeppelin had appeared over England 
since Angust, 1918, and thousands of 
curious people watched a spectacle that 
now has become so novel. Probably 
Zeppelins will not again inspire fear in 
civilian populations. Before the end of 
the Great War they had been proved to 
be an imperfect and very costly weapon, 
and whatever future they may have is in 
commercial transport. A few years ago 
large airships in Germany were dis- 
‘counted, and attention was concentrated 
almost entirely upoa the aeroplane. A 
public subscription, which was raised in 
1925 to construct the ‘‘ Count Zeppelin,” 
fell considerably -hort of the sum required, 
and the Government was required to make 
up the deficiency. If this airship fulfils 
the expectations which the designers hold, 
however, it may give a new direction to 
the progress of aviation. The airship 
service through the British Empire, for 
which plans are well advanced, is another 
sign that, in expert opinion, large airships 
are well suited for long-distance cruises. 
The first flight of the “ Count Zeppelin ’’ 
was a trial trip for the Atlantic venture.

within the last fortnight, the Gilt-edgec 
market has been very firm, and this state 
of things has been associated with the 
probability of the early appearanee of a 
new Government issue. 


Beef Prices. 


The decline in. the jmportation of 
Canadian store cattle. owing to.a greater 
demand from the United States, is likely 
to bring about considerable increases in 
the price for home-grown beef. This poss'- 
bility has been foreseen in the wholesale 
meat trade for some time past, and the 
trade does not regard it with any great 
amount of favour: for it is of the epinion 
that not only will there be an advance 
in the price of beef, but also in-all other 
meats. The Federation of Master Butchers 
not so very long ago called the attention 
of the Food Conncil to the possibilities 
of a meat shortage, reminding the Counc! 
that it had. to see not only that people 
were not over-charged, but also that sup 
plies of food were secured. 


The Steel Trade. 


The’ steel trade is not sitting down and 
doing nothing while other people discuss 
safeguarding for its future; for a number 
of manufacturers, who have been arranging 
a scheme of co-operation to fester expor' 


irade, report considerable advanee and 
‘great possibilities for the futare. The 
scheme has been most strongly supported 


in the Midlands, and it will be found 
when the agreement is concluded, that 1! 
has been carried through on a national 
basis. If successful, it is hoped that there 
will be a very substantial growth im steel 
business with foreign and overseas Govern: 
ments and other public bodies. In the 
industry finance is sometimes a metter 
of difficulty, and the granting of long 
term credits, frequently demanded for 
public work contracts, has been a frequent 
obstacle in the way of expanding steel 
exports. In order to counteract this dis- 
advantage it is probable that a firancial 
company, which will have the support of 
all the concerns interested, will be formed. 
and th-t this will be in a position to 
negntiate long-term credits whenever neces 
sary. 

The Freight Position. 

British shipping has suffered from de- 
pression for some little time, so that it 1s 
interesting to see the possibility of a con- 
siderable improvement in the freight 
position in the near future. Wheat. 
nitrates and sugar are all active just at 
present, with the result that a steady 
demand for tonnage of all kinds is grow- 
ing, with a general improvement i - rates 
wheat has been held back for 
some time in the hope of securing higher 
prices; but this poliev cannot be main- 
tained much longer; for the competition 
from other quarters is becoming severe, 
and shipping will soon be meeded a!

When I arrived at Portumna shortly after

large indignation, meeting was held. 

The following resolution was adopted 
and sent to Lord Lascelles :— 

“ We, the people of Portumna and district, 
in meeting assembled, desire to place 
on record our. abhorrence at the 
dastardly outrage done in our midst 
to-day. 

“ We wish to express our deepest sympathy 
with Princess Mary and yourself, and 
trust that the action of a few irre- 
sponsibles will not interfere with your 
proposed visit to us.” 

The Right Rev. Monsignor Joyce, P.DP., 
who proposed the resolution, said that 
he was very pleased to see such a repre- 
sentative meeting—one of the most 
representative that he had ever addressed 
in Portumna. | 

He knew that they had come to express 
their indignation at the dastardly outrage, 
and to show their feelings of humiliation 
that such a thing should occur. 


TOWN COUNCIL’S PROTEST. 


“In your name,” he said, “I sent a 
wire Of sympathy to Lord Lascelles this 
evening. | had also a wire from the 
loughrea Town Board, expressing their 
sympathy with us in Portumna at this 


outrage. Í am certain that it has been 
committed by a few irresponsibles. 
“1 wish to say—and I know that I 


am speaking on your behali—that we will 
do our utmost to help the authorities in 
bringing to justice ‘those who committed 
this outrage.

He was a magnanimous gentle- 
man, always ready and anxious to help 
Portumna and district: He gave a great 
deal of employment, and was most active 
in every way in showing friendship and 
kindness to this country.

MR. SNOWDEN’S 
TAXATION PROPOSALS. 


Mr. Philip Snowden, who was Chan- 
céllor of the Exchequer in the Labour 
Government, outlined the party’s finan- 
cial policy in a speech yesterday at the 
Labour Conference at Birmingham. 

Basic proposals ine set forth were :-- 

1—Control of the Bank of England by a 

ublic corporation. 

2—Extended banking facilities to people 

“with small means, by spreading muni- 
cipal and co-operative banks through. 
out the country. 

3—Such changes in the banking and finan- 

cial system as will secure that the 
available supply of credit and savings 
shall be used for enterprises of 
national advantage, as distinct from 
those that are useless or socially 
injurious. 

4—The carrying out of the Genoa Con- 

ference proposals of 1922 for regulat- 
ing the value of gold by international 
agreement. The revenue would be 
raised chiefly from. realisable profits, 
large incomes, accumulated wealth, and 
sources which are socially created. 

Other points from the speech were: “I 
do not believe it is possible to get much 
additional yield from the ordinary income 
tax. I do not believe that it is desirable 
to go much further in the way of increas- 
ing allowances and deductions upon 
income. 

“T am altogether in favour of the 
principle of surtax. I believe, however, 
that within the machinery of what is now 
the surtax the principle of differentiating 
between earned and unearned income 
could be adequately and easily carried 
out. 

“TI attach the greatest importance to 
the taxation of land values. Only the 
rich idler need fear Labour’s financial 
policy. Those engaged in honest trade 
and industry need not fear us.”’ 


SWEATED GOODS. 

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, speaking at 
tlie afternoon session, said that the only 
way in which the standard of life of the 
peoples of competing countries could be 
raised was through trade unions and 
Labour Governments at home and abroad 
reaching international agreements. It 
could not be done by safeguarding or 
protection. 

‘‘ Where we get sweated goods produced 
under such conditions that our people 
eannot compete with them without lower- 
ing wages, the remedy is not tariffs or 
safeguardiny,. but to keep them out 
altogether.” '

CATTLE DISEASE IN 


ENGLAND. 


RESTRICTIONS AT BRISTOL, 


In connection with the outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease at Henbury, Bristol, 
the Free State Department of Agriculture 
has been informed by the British Ministry 
of Agriculture that a large area has been 
scheduled in which the movement of 
animals is restricted, and the Order made 
by the Ministry includes in such area: 

In the County of Gloucester. the City 
and County Borough of Bristol and 
certain petty sessional divisions ; 

In the County of Somerset, the City and 
County Borough of Bath and a few 
petty sessional divisions; and 

In the County of Wiltshire, the parish of 
Nettleton and a few others. 

An effect of the above-mentioned Order 
is that fat animals only may be landed at 
Bristol landing place, and must ‘either be 
slaughtered within the landling place by 
the owner or consignee or moved on 
licence direct to a slaughterhouse in the 
infected area for slaughter within five 
days of the date of landing.

NEW APPEAL FOR A

Mr. Bruce declined definitely to inter- 
fere with the operation of the Transport 
Workers Act, or to remove the necessity 
for the registration of waterside workers, 
saying that unconditional observance of 
the law and of the award of the Arbitra- 
tion Court was essential. 

Mr. Bruce, however, undertook that 
when the new Parliament met the existing 
regulations under the Transport Workers 
Act would be embodied in a new bill to 
enable Parliament, if it should think it 
desirable, to modify the regulations. 

Mr. Bruce added that if the strikers re- 
turned to work it might be possible to 
arrange a conference with the shipowners, 
at which the form of the regulations 
could be discussed, and any amendments 
proposed by both parties could be in- 
cluded in the new bill. 


A “FIGHTING POLICY.” 


After the interview of the leaders with 
Mr. Bruce the Conference of Maritime 
Transport Unions adopted a “ fighting 
policy,’’ to which effect is to be given 
immediately. The clauses about councils 
of action and an extension of the strike 
to other unions were retained, but the 
leading plank in the policy is uncom- 
promising opposition to licences for water- 
side workers. The Conference have now 
decided that trade unionists may work 
side by side with volunteers. This de- 
cision was taken owing to the predicament 


of the Port Phillip stevedores, because 
over two thousand volunteers came 
forward. 


MR. BRUCE’S APPEAL. 


Mr. Bruce issued a statement to-night, 
in which he _ strongly appealed to 
unionists to reconsider their position. lí 
the Ministry had been unjust, he said, 
people would not tolerate. injustice, and 
would remove the Ministry from the con- 
trol of the affairs of the Commonwealth.

BELLW-ILE, Thursday. 

The Italian salvage ship Artiglio, which 
was engaged during the summer in operations 
on the wreck of the Belgian steamer Eliza- 
bethville, is still at Belle-lle, and has nearly 
finished the work of removing a cargo of 
ivory tusks from the wreck. 

This has proved a tedious and difficult task, 
owing to the inaccessibility of the powder 
magazine, in which the ivory.was stored, 
and the work has been further retarded by 
bad weather. There is still about a ton of 
ivory in the Elizabethville, and this may have 
to be abandoned. 

The principal interest of the salvage was 
centred in the consigament of diamonds 
which the Elizabethville carried. No trace 
of these was found at the first attempt, 
either in the ship’s mail room or in the 
captain’s safe, and it was at one time doubt. 
ful whether the diamonds were really on 
hoard when the ship was sunk. But de- 
finite evidence has now been obtained that 
the diamonds were placed in one of the 
mail bags, and there is a good chance that 
they may still be found. 

The mail room of the sunken ship was 
emptied in August and thoroughly explored 
by the divers, and it seemed certain that no 
mail bags were there. But the *nfter-part of 
the wreck, which contains the mail room, is 
lying on its starboard side, and is very much 
distorted by water pressure. 

A further examination has revealed the 
fact that part of the collapsed’ deck 
plating is lying flat against the starboard 
wall of the mail room and covering the door 
in such a position that it was at first taken 
to be the wall of the mail room itself. 

In fact, it forms a closed pocket about two 
feed wide along this side of the mail room, 
and it is thought quite likely that all the 
mail bags, of which there were about twenty, 
are trapped in this space. The divers intend, 
if possible, to open it up as soon as all the 
ivory has been recovered. 


A SHANGHAT MYSTERY. 


ENGLISH NURSE 
MURDERED: MAN 
WOUNDED. 

From “‘ Tug Trgs ' CORREsSPONDENT. 

' SHANGHAI; Thursday. 

Shanghai has been profoundly shocked by 
the discovery last night of the bodies of an 
English hursé, Miss Dorothy Thompson, a 
nurse of the Victoria Nursing ‘Home, and of 
Mr. H. Dudley Law, a piece goods merchant, 
lying at a lonely spot in the Keswick road, 
one of the new roads made by the Council 
just beyond the western boundary of the 
settlement. 


Miss Thompson had been shot through the 


heart, and was dead. Mr. Law, who was 
alive, had two bullet wounds, one in the 
skull and the other in the left side. 

The occurrence has not been cleared up. 
It is known that Mr. Law left the Shanghai 
Club at half-past five in a hired car, and 
drove to the nursing home, where Miss 
Thompson joined him. The two then went 
to Jessfield Park, near Keswick road, where 
they dismissed the car. : : 

Only fifteen minutes later their bodies were 
found as described by a foreigner, who 
hastened to summon the police. Mr. Law 
was taken to hospital, where the bullet in his 
skull was removed. His condition is grave 
to-night. He was unconscious and incapable 
of giving any account of what happened. 

The clothes of both Miss Thompson and 
Mr. Law were found to be very. dirty, sug- 
gesting that thev had been rolled over and 
over by the murderers, but the fact that Mr. 
Law's gold watch was found in his pocket 
sppears to contradict the theory at first held 
that the murder was committed by armed 
robbers. 

Miss Thompson had but recently returned 
from England. Mr. Law “is believed to have 
a wife and four children. Their families, it 
is understood, had been friends at home.

SOCIALISM. 
MR. SNOWDEN’S SPEECH. 

In a leading article, The Times says :— 

On the first day that the Labour Party Con 
ferente debated the vast and comprehensive 
scheme for establishing Socialism in the land, 
the question uppermost was the amount of 
time that would be taken to bring it into 
force. At what stage and iv what number 
of months or years would it be possible to 
say ‘‘Socialism has arrived?’ Mr. Wheatley 
slightingly said that it would not be Socialism 
even when it was all accomplished. But Mr. 
Wheatley is one of those self-righteous 
Socialists who is only sure that he must be 
right when no one else thinks as he does 


The Conference did not give much atten- 
tion to his _disparagements, and the 
people outside the Conference—the 


immense jury that will give its verdict in 
eight .or pine months’ time—will have no 
doubt about the thoroughly Socialistie pur- 
pose of the framers and supporters ‘of the 
programme. Only ldeck of power will deflect 
the purpose, and that is an eventuality which 
Was apparently not out of mind when 
Socialism and social reforms were so deftly 
mingled. But yesterday it was not the 
necessary amount of time, but the necessary 
amount of money, and where it was to come 


from, that the Conference considered. 

A Labour Party conference has no small 
amount of complacency in dealing with 
matters of finance and taxation. Tt knows 
itself to he dealing with other people’s 
money and effects. There is an air 
of ease and. flippancy in piling up 
demands for hundieds of millions 
of taxation that makes even Mr. 


Snowden’s blood run cold. Yet Mr. Snowden 
himself has much the same manner of making 
other people’s blood run cold, and _ parti- 
cularly the blood of those who best know 
how nicely balanced are the factors of credit 
and confidence, without which the structure 
of commerce and industry would clatter to 
the ground. :

Snowden is reconciled to a sur-tax of the 
Labour Party Conference's pattern. Mr.

Yet great physicists and 
the progress of physical scienee itself gave 
us reason to think that as, knowledge ex- 
tended; and crucial - experiments were 
devised, human consciousness would be 
proved to interfere with. the apparently 
closed systems of physical phenomena.

human “personality, Dr. Barnes said: 
‘‘There are many men of science who 
would say that we have no right to import 
-into the evolutionary scheme which. bio- 
logists describe, such ideas as spiritual 
activity of Divine purpose. 

“In the processes which biology 
described, such ideas, it may be rightly 
contended, have no place; but when we 
seek ‘to understand these processes “sa 
whole and to find a clue not only to the 


selves, but also to the existence and 
powers of the human beings who have 
resulted from their operations, then I 
would urge that in all we must see the 
action of the Divine Father of Christ's 
revelation.’ 


BLIND ALLEYS IN NATURE, 

Dean Inge spoke on evolution and the 
idea of God. 

‘“We must not Deify the principle of 
evolution,’ he said. .‘‘It is a mere 
assumption that the more complex is 
more necessarily higher or better. There 
are blind alleys in nature which have led 
many species to final extinction. There 
is such a thing as progress in the direc- 
tion of evil, as when a disease is said to 
be progressive. The German war machine 
was as much a product of evolution as the 
Church Congress. 

‘‘Instead of dogmatic scientific creed, 
such as the Victorian age wished to 
impose upon us, we were confronted with 
a series of notes of interrogation. 

“ Were we to infer that the whole of 
modern science was in the melting-pot 
and that we might cheerfully go back to 
any traditional story of creation which 
took our fancy? 

‘‘T should be very sorry to convey this 
impression. I believe that the chief 
revelation which God has granted to this 
generation has been through the natural 
sciences. If we shut our eyes to it or 
denounce it, we do so at our peri!-+the 
peril of grieving the spirit of truth. 

EVOLUTION. 

“I can see nothing in the belief in 
evolution which conflicts. with the belief 
in science, though it may be the world 
was not created at any point of time, but 
reflects in its everlastingness the eternity 
of its Maker. 

‘“T am in no way disturbed by the 


blind evidences of man’s lowly origin,

Dr. R. J. Campbell was another notable 
figure in the discussion, which was on 
“The Faith and Modern Thought.”’ He 
spoke on the Incarnation, u that in 
whatever terms they re-stated their 
thought about Jesus they mugt never 
make Him a smaller figure than the Jesus 
of Christian faith and devotion in the 
past. 
The Bishop of Gloucester (Dr. Headlam), 
closing the session, said that discussion 
taught them to give up being dogmatic, 
and that science could not be dogmatic. 
There were as many difficulties in believing 
the conclusions of science as in believing 
the conclusions of Christianity. 

“Same efforts have been made to try 
to persuade me to interfere with freedom 
of discussion,” added the Bishop, “A 
certain number of propositions have been 
put before me, and I have been asked to 
say ‘this man is a heretic,’ and to exclude 
him. If we were to go on that, it might 
lead to very curious results.” 

Here he recalled that a few years ago 
he received many letters asking him to 
review the writings of the Bishop of 
Zanzibar. What a shock it would have 
given Lord Halifax and Bishop Gore if 
he had said that he was going to exclude 
the Bishop of Zanzibar because he found 
Apollinarian sentiments in his writings. 
(Laughter. ) 


DIFFERENCES. 

“Tf I were to take upon myself to 
exclude this or that person because he 
had disagreed with ‘me, and if we were 
able to select expressions taken away from 
their context and say ‘it is not true 
Christianity,’ I think I should be acting 
very much beyond my purpose or duty.” 
(Cheers. ) | 

They were faced with many new 
problems.

ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN’S SERMON. 
The Archbishop of Dublin preached in 
Gloucester Cathedral last evening to 
members of the Congress. 
The great nave of the Cathedral 
crowded, not only with robed dignitaries of

the Church, but with many hundreds of laity, | 


additional seats having to be provided in the 
aisles. 

The Archbishop of Dublin said that pro- 
bably those who lived outside England were 
more conscious of their membership in the 
Anglican communion than members of the 
Church of England at home. It meant much 
to them that they belonged to their local 
Church—whatever it might be—but it meant 
almost as much to them—if not more—that 
their Church was set im the great Anglican 


society. 

The position of the Church in England pro- 
tected it to a certain point from challenge; 
but in other ‘countries, where establishment 
either had ceased or had never been known, 
the Church of the Anglican tradition stood 
side by side with other religious bodies. 

Locally we may be weak, #ut through our | 
association we are strong. We do not stand 
for a few sectarian tenets of our own devis- 
ing—we stand for a historically-maintained 
position, which has enjoyed a wide and long 
consent, and thus the uneasiness that we 
might feel in our isolation is largely allayed 
by an invisible background of fellowship of 
which we are conscious. 

THE SCATTERED CHURCHES. 

There was a real advantage for each of the 
scattered Churches. in being able to point, 
not merely to a central sister or mother 
Church in England, but to a number of sister 
Churches throughout the world. i 
\ If there were any geographical or national 
limitation of the Anglican Church the position 
would be rendered untenable for Churches out- 
side the British Isles or the British Empire. 
The Anglican Churches would be unable to 
preach Christianity as they had come to 
understand it—as the Catholic religion em- 
bodied in national Churches for peoples, who 
were not necessarily British by race. 

RE-UNION. 

The Archbishop of Dublin urged the neces- 
sity of the Church of England breaking out 
of the isolation imposed upon it by historical 
circumstances, and taking the part, to which 
it seemed to be called, in the reiritegration of 
the Church of Christ throughout the world. If 
the Anglican communion were ready to occupy 
the middle position, to which many. voices 
called her, the prospects of reunion would be 
brighter than they were. 

However true it might be that Anglicanism 
was marked out as the bridge Church, so far 
Anglicans Had not shown themselves good" 
bridge-builders. 

Anglicanism held ia definite position, but 
Anglicans spoke with a divided voice. If it 
were the case that there was a large silent 
body of centrally-minded Churchmen, out- 
numbering the more assertive combatants on 
either wing, it was essential that centre should 
express i :

e pleaded for a-remission of the taxation 
of solicitors, on the ground that they were 
not now protected from competition, and 
that the profession did gratuitously a large 
volume of work under the Poor Persons 
rules. 


PROOF OF STABILITY. 

In the course of a discussion, one of the 
speakers said that men intending to become 
solicitors should put up £1,000 to the Public 
Trustee to show that they were not men of 
straw. The profession ought to look more 
carefully _into the station and social life 
of the candidates.

MR. NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN'S 


TRIBUTE TO CHEMISTS. 


Mr. Neville Chamberlain, British Minister 
of Health, gave interesting figures yesterday 
regarding the enormous increase in chemists’ 
prescriptions, which had been brought about 
by the National Health Insurance Act. 

Delivering thé inaugural address at the 
opening of the Birmingham School of 
Pharmacy, he mentioned that last year some 
9,000 pharmacists in different parts of..the 
country dispensed 54,000,000 prescriptions 
under the Act, and the bill amounted to 
upwards of two million sterling. 

He did not know if the people took all the 
medicine, but if willingness to take it was a 
measure of health, then they must be about 
the healthiest people in the world. Nor did 
there seem to be any fall off in the demand. 
(Laughter. ) 

It was a remarkable and highly creditable 
fact that of 4,000 samples “taken and 
analysed.last year, upwards of 96 per cent. 
turned out to be correct. That showed that 
the pharmacists of the country took their 
duties seriously. :

IN ENGLAND. 


SAID TO-BE TOO HIGH TO 

q MEET COMPETITION. 

In his presidential address to the 
Association of British Chambers of Com- 
merce at Plymouth yesterday, Mr. George 
Mitchell (Glasgow) described the posi- 
tion of trade as very unsatisfactory and 
unemployment a matter of grave concern. 

“The country,” he said, “has been 
endeavouring to maintain a higher stan- 
dard of living than is economically 
possible in view of Continental conipeti- 
tion. 

“ To put the country in a sound position 
there must be an adjustment of wages, 
especially in the sheltered occupations. 
Thes position is aggravated by high tariffs 
in other countries, and we may be forced 
to an extension of safeguarding to pre- 
serve our essential industries.”’ 

He suggested an inquiry into the result 
of safeguarding already granted and into 
the possible results of its extension. 

Division of opinion arose in a. lively 
debate on safeguarding, but-a Birming- 
ham resolution was carried by a large 
majority in favour.of simplifying and 
expediting safeguarding procedure. 

Colonel Buckley (Liverpool) said: “ If 
you are going to make it easier for more 
industries ‘to be safeguarded, there is only 
one logical outcome, and that is a general 
tariff,”’ (Cries of “ No.)

WASHINGTON, Thursday. 

For the first time since prohibition 
became effective eight years ago, a search- 
ing investigation of “ dry ” law enforce- 
ment policies and their consequence is 
‘looked upon as a virtual certainty. At 
least a dozen attempts to secure a ‘Con- 
gressional investigation proved futile. 

Critics of ruthless “ dry ” law enforce- 
ment politics believe that the stand taken 
on prohibition by both Presidential candi- 
dates makes it certain that, regardless of 
whether Mr. Hoover or Governor Smith 
is elected, an inquiry will be ordered to 
establish the truth about thé administra- 
tion of the prohibition laws. ; 

Such an investigation, it is believed, 
could not ‘fail to bring into the open the 
record of corruption and ¢rime which has 
mark>d the activities of every United 
States Government agency charged with 
any phase of “dry” law enforcement. 
Such an inquiry, it is held, would disclose 
how nearly two hundred citizens have 
been killed, thousands injured or manmed, 
by countless ““aces ' of the Prohibition 
Bureau and the cost guard. 

WHAT’ IS WRONG? 

Both Presidential candidates, “in their 
cfhcial public utterances, have denounced 
abuses which have sprung up in the ad- 
ministration of the “dry ” law, and Mr. 
Herbert Hoover, the Republican nominee, 
has asserted that a thorough-going inyesti- 
gation of facts and causes can alone 
determine the wise method of correcting 


them. 
Friends oí Mr. Hoover assert that his 
first effort to solve the prohibition 


problem would be to find out just what is 
wrong with prohibition enforcement. For 
this Mr. Hoover would depend on a fact- 
finding Commission. Under it the 
American people would be told just what 
is the matter with the Volstead law. 
Then the suggestion for framing a new 
law in accordance with these facts would 
be in order. 

Governor Smith demands modification 
of the Volstead Act, but has not made 
any definite announcement as to the 
methods of educating the public to the 
necessity. The Governor has promised, 
however, to stamp out corruption in proh- 
biiton rule, and supporters of the ‘Demo- 
cratic nominee assert a. diagnosis of 
ey cae ills would naturally be made 

fore remedies were applied. 

The “wet.” group in Congress has de- 
manded an investigation of the ruthless 
enforcement policies since, soon after the 
law became effective, but their efforts have 
proved abortive in every instance. 

“Dry” members of Congress have con- 
sistently bowed to the demands of the 
Anti-Saloon League for protection of 
“dry” personnel, and have snowed under 
every effort to-expose the real situation. 

POWER OF APPOINTMENT. 

It will “not be necessary, however, for 
either Mr. Hoover or Governor Smith to 
depend upon Congress for authority to 
appoint a fact-finding board. All that 
will be necessary is for the chief, executive 
to appoint a board, just as President 
Coolidge appointed his Air Board a few 
years ago to investigate aviation. _ 

As the power of appointment. lies in the 
President alone, this would ensure that 
the members of the board would not be 
dominated by the Anti-Saloon League and 
other reform organisations. 

Those who have followed the record of 
the various chiefs of prohibition enforce- 
ment during the past eight years assert 
that an honest investigation will reveal 
an amazing story of graft, both in high 
and low places, and an alarming disregard 
of human life, property and law. 

Among the outstanding results that an 
inquiry would develop are the follow- 
ing :— a | 
i—That prohibition and the enforcement 
methods which have prevailed since its enact- 
ment are largely responsible for a nation-wide 
disrespect for all law. Crime investigation 
and crime commissions throughout the 
country have from time to time pointed to 
the liquor laws as the root or source of crime 


9—That in attempts-to enforce the Volstead 
Act’ the responsible Government agents «have 
not only Violated “fundamerital rights ‘of 
citizens, but have flagrantly disregarded’ inter- 
national Jaws. A notable case in point is the 
narrow margin by which the. United States 
averted a serious controversy with Great 
Britain after the unauthorised entry. oi 
Bahama ports by coastguard rum chasers. 
The State Department was forced to apologise 
jor the acts, and the coastguard. was sharply 
rebuked. bes 

3—That attempts to enforce this law by the 
“ shoot to kill” method have cost the lives of 
nearly two hundred citizens, not to speak of 
the countless thousands who have been 
maimed, permanently disabled, and terrorised 
by irresponsible hair-trigger agents. 

4—That the killers, in virtuality: every case 
where State authorities attempted to prosecute 
for murder or manslaughter, have been pro- 
tected by intervention of Federal Courts and 
Federal district attorneys in their behalf. 

5—That enforcement to a large extent has 
depended upon the activities of unscrupulous 
‘“under-cover”’ agents, many of them with 
criminal records, whe have expended big sums 
for liquor entertainment under the guise oi 
securing evidence. 

6—That the prohibition service has been 
honeycombed from the start with graft and 
corruption, and only-in a few exceptional 
or prosecuted by the Government. - If, in fact, 
they were driven from the service, ordinarily 
they are quietly dropped from the pay-roll or 
allowed to resign to avoid scandal, 

Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Seymour Lowman summarily dismissed 
scores. of agents when he succeeded to 
the prohibition leadership, and publicly 
announced that he found the “dry” 
service filled with “wolves and crooks.”’ 

It is freely stated that the situation, 
which has so impressed both candidates, 
is primarily the result of a haphazard 
‘enforcement policy left for determination 
to ‘subordinates. No definite policy has 
ever been announced, no complete co- 
operation between Government depart- 
ments has been effected, and the result 
has. been a “ go-as-you-please” system, 
shaped by. each succeeding prohibition 
head to suit himself.

In the High Court here to-day judgment 

was given in the case of Mabel Ferris, .the 


South African wife of Akaji Esaji 
Bhamji, a subject of Baroda State, who re, 
cently appealed against the magistrates 


order directing her to appear at the Court of 
Navsari, in the State of Baroda, to ‘answer 
a charge brought against her by her hus- 
band of stealing jewéllery., 

In her ap Miss Ferris stated that she 
had married Bhamji at Johannesburg, believ- 
ing him ,to be single, but on her arrival in 
lide she had discovered that he had a wife. 
An extradition warrant had been issued 
against her in Bombay on the charge of 
theft. The judge to-day sy tm the ex- 
tradition warrant, cancelled the bail bonds, 
and ordered that. Miss Ferris should be. set 
at liberty. 3 

It was stated that the marriage of Miss 
Ferris to Bhamji was a nullity from the first, 


‘as a wife of Bhamji was living at the time 


of the marriage, and therefore Ferris had 
not acquired a domicile in Baroda State. 

In giving judgment, Mr. Justice Mirza 
dealt with the question whether by her mar- 


riage with a subject of the State of Baroda, 


Miss Ferris had ceased to be a European 


British subjecs. He held that by ex- 
cluding European British subjects from 
the operation of the Indian extradition. 


Act the Legislature conferred on them certain 
rights and privileges, which should remain 
in force irrespective of the consideration: of 
a change of Status owing to marriage. 

_ His Lordship also said that in: his opinior. 
Lb was unnecessary that an applicant, clawn- 
ing to be a European. British subject,, should 
be domiciled in the British Isles or in any 
colony. Otherwise all European British: sub- 
jects domiciled in British India’ would be’ 
excluded, unless British India came within 
the definition of a colony. 

The Judge held that Miss Ferris could 
claim privilege as a European British sub- 
ject, apart from any foreign domicile she 
might have acquired from marriage. 


He 
held that the extradition warrant issued in| 


Baroda was without jurisdiction, and illegal. 

The Judge then proceeded to consider the 
validity of the marriage. He pointed out 
that the prosecution had not denied that it 


was performed in Johannesburg in 1914, 
according to South African law, and 
that at that time Bhamji had a 
wife living. The law being the law 


of a Christian country must be presumed to 
make polygamous marriage illegal. If the 
Marriage was a nullity, Miss Ferris had not 
acquired domicile, and, if such intention was 


to be presumed from her residence there from | 


1921 to 1925, she must be deemed by’ her 
departure in 1925 to have settled down: in 
British India, and to have obtained her former 
domicile of British- India. 


As already reported, his lordship discharged 


‘the extradition warrant, and ordered. Ferris to 


be set. at liberty, Mr. Justice Baker concurring 
in this decision.

The above table sets forth the collection of 


revenue as compared with the Budget 
estimate in such a manner as to show clearly 
the amount which it is necessary to receive 
under each heading in order that the estimates 
for the year’s revenue may be reached. It is 
important to note that the figure shown In 
the column headed '' Estimates for 1928-29” 
is not the figure given in the White Paper

;
